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A WORD TO THE TEACHER 



Redd the Primer through to catch its spirit. Learn its 
method and vocabulary. 

Anticipate the children's use of it in your blackboard 
work. Have an ample supply of pictures and objects to 
make this preliminary work spirited and effective. In this 
connection, make pupils acquainted with the names of 
persons, pets, songs, games and stories, with greetings and 
other polite forms, and the ordinary commands given in 
the schoolroom, as sit^ standi sing. 

Follow the reading of the printed lesson with others of 
a similar nature composed by yourself. 

Supplement the lessons with such exercises as: 
Telling the story (a) in your own words, (b) with 

crayon, brush, scissors, clay, paper, sand table. 
Selecting and arranging word-cards giving the names of 
the characters, words which describe them, words 
which tell what they do. Build sentences and 
whole stories in this way. Later, build words and 
word-families with letter cards. 
Choosing parts and acting the story. 
Judicious copying of words and sentences. 

Remember — This Primer is a tool to aid you in teaching 
your pupils to read. Hence, be satisfied with nothing short 
of absolute mastery of stories, sentences, words, letters, and 
their sounds, 
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
